- other places where the ſaid Beggars uſually reſort, and to Apprehend and 
ſecure in the Hoſpital in Back-lane, or ſome of the Priſons belonging to this City, 
all ſuch Beggars and idle Vagrants as you orany of you-shall meet or find, not 
having Badges as aforeſaid ; tro the end that after Examination they may be ſent 
to the Houſe of Correction, there to receive ſuch punishment as by Law is ap- 
pointed, and thence ſent to the places of their laſt abode, as by the Law in that 
caſe is diretted and appointed. And you are required thenceforth dayly. to 
apprehend and bring before me, or any of His Majcſties Juſtices of the Peace, all 
ſuch Beggars and idle Vagrants which from time to time shall be found begging 
in this City, .not having Badges as aforeſaid ; and alſo all ſuch as having Badges 
Shall be found begging out of their own Parishes: And upon due proof that _ 
they were begging or receiving Alms; you hall (asa reward for that ſeryice) 
| receive from time to time One Shilling for every ſuch Beggar which you $hall 
ſo apprehiend after the 147th. of this Inſtant May: Dated the 1 2th. of May 1682.
